Andover High is cracking down on 
tardiness this year with a whole new list 
of rules. 

Since 230 students were caught com- 
ing to classes late one day in April, 
school administrators have been busy 
creating a new attendance policy. The 
end result is written on the pages of the 
Andover High School 2005-06 student 
handbook. 

“The school has never clearly 
defined a limit for student attendance 
before,” said Assistant Principal Tom 
Mead. 

Now, students are expected to be 
seated in their first period class when 
the second bell rings at 7:45 a.m. Late 


students are required to sign in upon 
arrival and must provide documentation 
from a parent, doctor or the courts to be 
provided with a pass to class. Students 
who do not sign in tardy and report 
directly to class without a pass will be 
counted as cutting class. 

“School is a student's job,” Principal 
Peter Anderson told members of the 
School Committee during Tuesday 
night’s meeting.

Students are permitted a maximum 
of three tardies — excused or unexcused

— per term. Upon the fourth and every 
subsequent tardy, a student will not be 
permitted to attend morning classes. 
Instead, they will be directed to report 
to the cafeteria during either block | or 
block 2, and will lose participation cred- 
its in each class they miss. It will also be 
the student’s responsibility to obtain 
classwork and homework assignments 
and turn them in on the due dates to 
keep up with the curriculum. 

The accumulation of more than six 
tardies in any one semester will result in 
the loss of parking privileges and partic- 
ipation in athletics and extracurricular 
activities.

since January 2005, and the man 
who replaced Greer. 

“I informed Mr. MacLeod 
that his client (the Gibsons) 
could proceed with the proposed 
project without further review 


and that I would inform the 
Building Division secretary that 
the project was ‘OK’ as far as 
the Conservation Commission 
was concerned,” wrote Greer. 
He classified the project as 
minor and greater than 50 feet 
from the wetlands. 

“I don’t know of any laws 
that allow conservation directors 
to make decisions of this scope,” 
said Douglas. “Decisions of that 
nature are made by the (Conser- 
vation) Commission as required 
by state law.” 

The Gibson project is being 
built from the third iteration of 
plans, but each of them, accord- 
ing to Douglas, clearly show the 
distance from the wetlands to be 
less than SO feet from the struc- 
ture. In the Oct. 6, 2004 plans, 
the wetlands were 18 feet away 
at the closest point. The two 
subsequent iterations (on Dec. 
20, 2004 and Jan. 24, 2005) 
show wetlands at a distance of 
just 14 feet.

year after several property abut- 
ters raised concerns. Douglas 
does not classify the 1,300 
square foot, two-story “cabana” 
as minor. Unable to find any 
written documentation of the 
project in the Conservation 
Department, Douglas issued a 
Department of Environmental 
Protection Order of Enforce- 
ment on July 15 to compel the 
Gibsons to present their permits 
and paperwork. When they 
came forward with Greer’s ver- 
bal approval, Douglas issued 
another Order of Enforcement, 
one still in effect today. Con- 
struction at 3 Hazelwood Circle 
is now under a cease-and-desist 


order; the only work legally per- 
mitted is safety-related. 

A cabana is defined in Web- 
ster’s Dictionary as 1. a cabin or 
hut 2. a small shelter used at a 
bathhouse at a beach or pool. 
According to John Janowski, the 
Gibsons’ builder from Christian 
Builders Inc. of Reading, the 
structure includes 1,000 square 
feet on the first floor consisting 
of one large open room on the 
first floor with spa, a family 
room and a wet bar. The second 
floor is approximately 300 
square feet of loft space. There 
is plumbing and heating in the 
structure and it could be con- 
nected to sewer.

“We may have a new direc- 
tor, but the laws haven't 
changed,” said Douglas. The 
Gibson project is now going 
through the normal permitting 
process that officials say should 
have preceded construction, 
including hearings, abutter noti- 
fications and permit filing at the 
Registry of Deeds. The Gibsons 
will appear before commission 
at its Oct. 20 meeting for an ini- 
tial hearing. 

Gibson said he’s confused. 
“We're good taxpayers, we want 
to do everything right. If you 
rely upon a town official, how 
can you have confidence that 
they won’t change their mind 
tomorrow?” 

His attorney, Mark Johnson 
agreed saying, “People have to 
be able to rely on town govern- 
ment.” 

Asked if there are other pro- 
jects like this, built on verbal 
approval, Douglas said, “Tough 
to say. I doubt it. Projects of this 
nature are always subject to 
review.”

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Light fight 
soon may be 
extinguished

Northmark Bank has proposed a solution to the 
lighting issues that have bothered residential neigh- 
bors since the bank branch opened its 63 Park St. 
branch in May. 

Northmark has approached the Planning Board 
with a proposal to install 10 three-and-a-half foot tall 
“bollard panel” lights in their parking lot. These 
lights, which cast a downward glow, would light the 
parking lot after dark to ensure customers’ safety 
while they use the bank’s ATM and night depository 
after bank hours. 

“T believe that this will satisfy the town’s request,” 
said Peter Caruso, the attorney representing North- 
mark. “The bank is happy that they can have a resolu- 
tion that can satisfy both the town and the neighbors.” 

The bank is currently out of compliance with a 
June 2004 permit which mandated there be no light 
spillage from the bank’s parking lot lights onto neigh- 
boring residential properties, according to the town. 

Attorney Peter Caruso and Northmark Bank 
worked with an electrician to devise this solution to 
the problem and a computer-generated model shows 
there will be no light spillage with the new fixtures. 

The acorn lights which currently light the bank’s 
parking lot will stay, but be turned off after dark and 
after hours, on an automatic seasonal timer. 

Calling it “good news,” Planning Board Chairman 
Paul Salafia said, “There are minor issues yet to be 
determined, but I think we probably have a solution at 
this point.” 

Details that still need to be ironed out include 
determining: 

* how soon after dark the 360-degree acorn lights 
will be extinguished; 

* that the new lights are put in places where they 
will not bother neighbors; and 

* the fate of the two large lights in front of the 
bank. 

But Salafia said these issues are not insurmount- 
able and will be discussed at next Tuesday's Planning 
Board meeting. 

Fed up with ongoing complaints from neighbors, 
the Planning Board had told Caruso at its Aug. 23 
meeting to fix the problem or the board would force 
the bank to comply with its special permit from the 
town. 

“I don’t know if (no light spillage) is scientifically 
possible,” attorney Peter Caruso told the board at that 
meeting. 

The Planning Board issued a special permit for 
major non-residential development to property owner 
Moushel LLC on June 22, 2004. Northmark, as cur- 
rent property owner, must operate under those guide- 
lines. The permit mandated that no exterior light cre- 
ate glare or spill over onto adjacent residential prop- 
erty and all lighting be directed inward toward the 
bank building.

1,835 students a record at Andover High

Student sprawl at Andover High 
School has hit an all-time high this 
year, pushing lunch tables outside the 
cafeteria and into hallways. 

Welcoming 75 more students this 
year — increasing enrollment to more 
than 1,800 — Principal Peter Anderson 
had to search for some creative solu- 
tions to use space in a high school 
built to accommodate 1,700. 

“It’s going to be most visibly 
crowded in the cafeteria,” said Ander- 
son. “We obtained some cost-efficient 
furniture to set 75 to 100 students off 
the lobby of the Collins Center for the 
Performing Arts each day. It’s close to 
the cafeteria so students can get their 
food and move right over to the 
Collins Center.” 

Extending the cafeteria to the 
school’s theater area will probably not 
go into effect until colder weather sets 
in or it rains, Anderson said. 

“We're hoping for nice weather 
throughout October, so we don’t have 
to do it right away,” he added. 

But once the Collins Center lobby 
is used for lunch regularly, custodians 
will set up and break down the tables 


daily to keep the space clear for foot 
traffic in the afternoons. 

Anderson said no other “dramatic 
changes” have been made to accom- 
modate the larger student body, adding 
that the school has been meticulous 
about scheduling classes to keep class 
sizes equal. Although there will be a 
“little less elbow room” this year, 
according to the principal, next year is 
expected to look different. 

Andover High School enrollment 
has hit a peak, Anderson said, and the 
school department predicts it will 
begin dropping next fall. 

Shortly after Andover High com- 
pleted its $29 million expansion pro- 


ject in 1999, the school found itself 


looking at enrollment numbers 
increasing across the district and saw 
the potential of eventually spilling 
over the high school’s new and larger 
capacity limit for 1,700. 

In the 2001-02 school year, 
Andover High housed 1,625 students. 
Today, there are 1,835. 

“We all believe this will be the peak 
year for enrollment, and after this we 
will see a decrease over the next five 
years,’ Anderson said.

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The biggest worry right now, 
said Ayoub, should be for preg- 
nant women considering flu 
shots this fall, or flu shots for 
children between six and 23 
months old. Currently, US health 
officials urge flu shots for babies 
six to 23 months, saying health 
studies show that it is safe. 

Ayoub says mercury is easily 
absorbed in fetus tissue, and that 
one adult flu shot, based on EPA 
standards, is 100 times over the 
limit for children’s safety. 

In 1999, as a precaution, fed- 
eral agencies called for phasing 


out mercury from all childhood 
vaccines. Today, the CDC 
reports that “with the exception 
of some (flu vaccines), none of 
the vaccines used in the US to 
protect preschool children 
against 12 infectious diseases 
contain thimerosal as a preserva- 
tive.” 

But the CDC also reports that 
the “majority of influenza vac- 
cines distributed in the US cur- 
rently contain thimerosal.” 

Flu vaccines can be made vir- 
tually mercury-free, but it costs 
more to do this and so there are 


fewer such vaccines. But Ayoub 
says mercury-free alternatives 
are available, and people need to 
ask for them. He suggests 
patients ask their health care 
providers to let them read labels 
to check for thimerosal. 

Sen. Susan Tucker (D- 
Andover), who co-sponsored a 
bill to remove mercury from the 
waste stream, said that it only 
makes sense to create legislation 
that removes the toxin from vac- 
cines, especially for the health 
and well-being of children. State 
Rep. Barry Finegold (D- 


Andover) also wants to add 
Massachusettts to the list of 
states outlawing mercury in vac- 
cines. 

“As someone (who) has a 
young child who recently has 
been getting (her) shots, I’m 
very concerned about mercury in 
vaccines,” Finegold said. “We do 
need to make sure that people 
are safe and that there are not 
going to be serious repercussions 
from having mercury in vac- 
cines. I’m hopeful that we can 
do something to make our chil- 
dren safer.”

“New Orleans really needs 
help and people should donate,” 
she said from her cell phone 
while standing in a line in the 
admissions office at Cornell 
University in Ithaca, N.Y. on 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Tulane students have been 
displaced and she was among 
200 trying to get into Cornell. 
She got out of New Orleans in 
the nick of time and headed 
safely to Tuscaloosa, Ala. Katri- 
na eventually hit there, but not 
nearly as bad, she said. Power 
was out for two days and trees 
were down. She eventually got 
to her mother’s home in Chica- 
go, Ill. and then flew to Albany, 
N.Y., where her father met her. 

“We were evacuated (from 
Tulane) once last year and then 
it didn’t even rain. This is 
incredible,” she said. 

Folks of all ages have found 
the effects of Katrina to be 
beyond belief, with even kids’ 
lemonade stands cropping up so 
that their proceeds could help 
hurricane victims.

and just do it.” 

But deciding to take the trip wasn’t that 
simple. Cook had to face the possibility of 
losing his 11-year job as a software develop- 
er. “There are no four-month sabbaticals at a 
job like (mine),” Cook said. “I knew I was 
taking a big risk. But time was becoming 
urgent. You have to be physically capable to 
complete a trip like this, and I felt that if I 
waited too much longer I might not be able to 
pull it off.” 

So with his wife’s encouragement, Cook 
set out to turn a longtime dream into a reali- 
ty. Then, almost one month into his trip, a 
devastating turn of events back home in 
Andover made Cook think about ending his 
trip early. 

A house fire at Temple Place that 
destroyed a neighbor’s home in June, also 
rendered the Cooks’ residence unlivable with 
smoke damage. Left without running water 
and electricity, Cindy Cook found herself 
gathering up some personal belongings in 
paper bags — her suitcases were covered in 
thick soot — and began sleeping at a local inn. 

“IT had to show courage,” Cindy said. “I 
didn’t want my daughters to see me fall apart 
over something that was temporary. Every 
day I learned more and more about what was 
really important, and became less irritated 
with the small things. What matters most is 
my husband and my family and it was really 
important to support (David's) dream. It was 
difficult, but I knew | could handle this with- 
out him. And I wasn’t alone. Friends and 
neighbors were so kind and so incredibly 
helpful, that over time I began to appreciate 
even more my home in Andover.” 


On the road 
Again, with his wife adamantly nudging 
him forward, Cook continued his quest, 
averaging about 50 miles on the road each 
day through 10 states and two countries. He 
said the past three months of his life were 
centered around riding, eating, sleeping and 
laundry. Inside his small trailer, also known 
as “the Beast of Burden,” Cook lugged his 
tent, sleeping bag, two cycling outfits and 
one “civilian” outfit. His daily routine con- 
sisted of traveling through new vistas, over- 
coming unpredictable weather patterns and 
finding a suitable place to wash his clothes. 
The variety and extremity of landscapes 
that Cook encountered along the northern 
tier of US-2 were awe-strikingly beautiful at 
times, lonely and terrifying at others. 
“People talk of the wind howling through 
the plains,” Cook said. “The wind out there, 
when you're in the middle of nowhere with- 
out even a small tree to shelter you, can be 
strong enough to stop you dead in your 
tracks. You start feeling very vulnerable.” 
Besides wind and rain, highway traffic 
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Neither wind nor fire stopped cyclist

was another element to watch out for. Large 
trucks hauling cargos of logs travel over the 
same divided highway stretch at speeds of 
more than 70 mph. 

“No one in their right mind would ride 
down those roads for recreational purposes,” 
Cook adds. “But there's no other way around 
it, so you just do it.” 

Both Cook’s daughters, Elizabeth, 25, and 
Sarah, 29, flew to meet up with their father at 
different points during his trip and rode with 
him for a while. Last month, his wife took 
two planes and drove seven hours to meet 
him in Montana, on the last leg of his journey. 

“Lreally wanted to see America with him, 
and ride my bike with him,” said Cindy, who 
rode about 15 miles a day to her husband’s 
50. When she was too tired to keep pedaling, 
she’d follow behind Cook in a rented car 
until he was ready to camp for the night. 
“Being there really showed me what a big 
accomplishment this was for David. He 
accepted the challenge every day and he did 
so cheerfully, despite the climbs, the heat, 
the low shoulders (on the highway) and the 
logging trucks speeding by.” 

Although Cook is quick to admit there 
were days when he questioned whether to 
call it quits, the Andoverite said there was 
always a sense of wonder about the road 
ahead that kept pulling him forward. 

Cook said he made some amazing discov- 
eries in the process. Referring to one pas- 
sageway as “The Holy Grail of cycling on 
the Northern Tier,’ Cook described ascend- 
ing some 6,600 feet on Sun Road in Glacier 


National Park as “spectacular.” 

But even greater than breathtaking 
panoramic mountain views were his encoun- 
ters with people along the way. 

“Cycling into some of these towns felt 
like riding onto a classic set of an old west- 
ern,” said Cook. “Places like Makoti, N.D., 
where the population was 189, were so 
friendly and welcoming. People would see 
my cycling outfit and they'd want to know 
what my story was. Even though I was a 
complete stranger to them, some people 
would open up their homes to serve up a 
home-cooked meal or even offer a bed for 
the night. It was amazing, and it really 
restored my faith in people.” 

On Aug. 19, Cook’s cross-country ride 
came to an end in Eugene, Ore. Friends and 
family were waiting for his arrival and 
stretched a ribbon for him to cross. Even 
some strangers had turned out to catch a 
glimpse of the storied cyclist from Andover, 
who trailed a fluttering ribbon of flags 
behind his old bicycle that carried prayers 
and messages of hope written by friends and 
family back home. 

“It becomes an addiction,” said Cook, 
who is getting acclimated to daily life off his 
bicycle again. Also a blues musician, Cook 
is now looking forward to playing harmoni- 
ca again with his group, the U U Blues Band. 

“I'd like to cut a CD,” he said. 
like to get my old job back and return to 
community life. I had an amazing experience 
but there are always new goals to set, and 
other things in life to look forward to.”

New census would 
track yearly change

Gone are the days of wait- 
ing a decade to measure 
change in Andover — and other 
towns around the nation. 

The American Community 
Survey is reinventing the way 
people look at census data by 
keeping information current. 

Monthly questionnaires 
mailed to homes throughout 
Andover are now providing 
census workers with regular 
snapshots of community 
changes, from population fluc- 
tuations to the time it takes the 
average Andoverite to travel to 
and from work. 

The end results will be 
revealed in annual reports that 
provide local, state and federal 
governments with a fresh look 
at how Andover is changing. 

“Tt doesn’t take long for the 
(census) data to become out- 
dated,” said Town Clerk Randy 
Hanson. “Getting the informa- 
tion quicker than every 10 
years is going to have a better 
impact on the town’s long- 
range planning.” 

Each month a sample of dif- 
ferent households in the com- 
munity will receive the census 
questionnaire to complete and 
return by mail. By 2008, the 
US Census Bureau plans to 
release the results from resi- 
dents’ responses. By 2010, the 
American Community Survey 
might replace the long-form 
census and its 10-year lag time 
with annual updates detailing 
social and economic statistics. 

Calling the survey a “mov- 
ing picture” of information, the 
Census Bureau said the 
streamlined system of record 
keeping will provide a more 
effective measuring tool for 
policy makers allocating state 
and federal aid. 

“Governing with old data is 
almost like governing blind- 
folded,” said Stephen Buckner, 
a spokesman for the US Cen- 
sus Bureau. “Each one of these 
questions is tied to some kind 
of federal law, judicial ruling 
or bill that says we need this 
type of data to provide ser- 
vices. Data retrieved in the 
long-form census is used for 
the administration of federal

programs and the distribution 
of billions of federal dollars.” 

The problem with the long- 
form census is that information 
quickly becomes outdated, yet 
it is still used over 10 years to 
calculate federal distribution of 
money. 

Now, said Buckner, local, 
state and federal governments 
and outreach agencies will 
more efficiently be able to 
track the well-being of chil- 
dren, families and the elderly. 

The Census Bureau began 
testing the effectiveness of the 
American Community Survey 
in 2000, sending question- 
naires out to homes in more 
than 12 counties across the 
country. This year, full imple- 
mentation of the new census is 
under way with 3 million 
addresses participating in 
counties nationwide. 

Essex County will receive 

about 5,700 questionnaires 
during 2005, Buckner said. 
Three years of Andover’s most 
current data is expected to be 
available by 2008, with annual 
updates beginning in 2010. 

“All information sent in by 
individuals is completely con- 
fidential,” said Buckner. “We 
do not share it with anybody. 
Census takers have to swear an 
oath and if any personal infor- 
mation is ever released (the 
census taker) can be fined 
$250,000 and face up to five 
years in prison.” 

Selected sample households 
that do not send in the ques- 
tionnaire can expect a follow 
up via phone or in person by a 
census taker. 

“T really think this is a step 
in the right direction,” said 
Town Manager Buzz 
Stapczynski. “We use census 
information in a number of dif- 
ferent ways. We're now in 
2005 and the information we 
have to revert back to is from j 
2000. There’s been a lot of | 
changes since then. It will help 
the town in numerous ways to 
keep that information on track 
and up-to-date.”

Weld’s public persona is that of a man who is 
a tad unpredictable and sometimes a bit odd, but 
lovably so. We all remember his diving fully 
clothed into the Charles River to prove its pollu- 
tion levels had decreased significantly. Many of 
us remember that his second inauguration speech 
was given after the governor might have been 
celebrating a bit too much. Most people and the 
press quickly forgave him because ... well, 
because he was Bill Weld. The polls showed the 
public was less forgiving when he prematurely 
resigned as governor, and polls after his loss to 
Kerry indicated many did not vote for Weld 
because they wanted him to remain as governor 

The man has almost everything necessary to 
win in New York. He inherited great wealth (the 
White, Weld fortune). He told the Associated 
Press he would need $75 million to win in New 
York. Other than saying that the financing of the 
campaign was taken care of, he did not explain 
where the money would come froin except to say 
he was willing to contribute to the campaign. If 
Weld can win the Republican primary, he will 
most likely face Eliot Spitzer, the high profile 
attorney general of New York. Weld is way 
behind Spitzer in the polls today. That will 
change. Look for him to turn a bit to the right. 
although he will not give up his core beliefs 
which include being fairly liberal on social issues 
except gun control. He will tone those liberal 
beliefs down to win a contested primary 

Weld and Rudy Giuliani are good friends, and 
each has campaigned for the other in the past 
Weld earlier said he would not run for governor 
if either Giuliani or incumbent governor George 
Pataki chose to do so. Both have said they will 
not run. Some New York Republicans have sug- 
gested that Weld should run against Hillary Rod- 
ham Clinton. He won't. They worked together 
on the House Judiciary Committee during Water- 
gate. Additionally, President Clinton tried to 
appoint Weld to the ambassadorship of Mexico. 
That appointment got sidetracked when Sen. 
Jesse Helms, who is to the political right of Atti- 
la the Hun, blocked a Senate vote because Weld 
supported the use of medicinal marijuana. 

Weld has the kind of “presence” that quiets a 
room when he walks in. He is about 6'4” and has 
carrot-colored hair. At 60, he is almost trim and 
fit. He constantly fights a weight problem but is 
usually winning it. When you see him, he is 
either smiling broadly or has a mildly sardonic, 
perhaps amused, look on his face. He is an 
engaging speaker, who rarely needs notes, and a 
superb debater. The Weld/Kerry debates were 
classics in what political debating should be. 
Spitzer’s big early lead in the polls will diminish 
during the primary races, and the media will 
insist on debates, even though front-running 
Spitzer might not want them. The race will get 
interesting and get major national attention. The 
media will be good to Weld for the most part. 

Weld once said, “Much is forgiven anyone 
who relieves the desperate boredom of the work- 
ing press.”

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BooK REVIEW 


The Chronicles of Narnia: The 


Lion, the Witch and the Wardrobe 
BY C. S. LEwis

This week, reviewers John and James write about a 
book in a fantasy series that harkens from an earlier 
time but shares similar qualities with the Harry Potter 
series, 

. 8, LEWIS WAS a well-known British author dur- 

ing the 20th century. This series, the Chronicles 

of Narnia, contains some of his most famous and 
best work. This particular book 
is the first in the series, and in 
our opinion, the best of this 
series — and perhaps of all his 
works. 

Susan, Peter, Edmund and 
Lucy Pevensie are sent away 
from their home (as was com- 
mon practice in the World War 
II time period during which the 
book takes place) to live with 
an eccentric professor in the 
country. The children are 
enamored with the sheer mag- 
nitude of the estate, and spend 
their days exploring and playing hide-and-seek in its 
vast halls. One day, while playing hide-and-seek, Lucy 
decides to hide in an enormous wardrobe. As she sits in 
the dark, she reaches for what she expects to be a wall. 
Instead, she finds only more empty blackness. She con- 
tinues on in this direction for some time, until she reach- 
es a snowy wilderness, and encounters a faun named 
Tumnus. The two become fast friends and the next thing 
she knows they are enjoying afternoon tea together. Sud- 
denly, Tumnus breaks down into tears and confesses that 
he is a servant of the evil White Witch. His job, Lucy 
discover, is to capture humans. The White Witch has 
enchanted all of Narnia to make it “always winter and 
never Christmas.” After much pleading and begging, 
Tumnus releases Lucy, and she returns to our world 
back through the wardrobe. 

This is only the very first chapter of The Lion, the 
Witch and the Wardrobe. Like what you read? It gets 
better. So you know what the wardrobe is, and who the 
witch is, but who’s the lion, you ask? The lion is Aslan, 
the representation for all that is good in the world — the 
foil for the White Witch, you might say. He is a main 
character throughout the series. 

One of the most striking qualities of this book is its 
extraordinary writing. Lewis is an extremely talented 
author and his ability to make the reader truly like the 
characters is uncanny. We consider this series the Harry 
Potter of a different generation. Much like Harry Potter, 
there are seven books in the series, and all are worth 
reading. Also like the Potter series, Disney promises to 
bring the book to the big screen. It’s set for Dec. 9. 

We recommend this book to everyone. Its themes are 
universal, and its character and plot can be effortlessly 
enjoyed by all. We give The Lion, the Witch and the

Americans take our national anthem seriously. 

“The Star Spangled Banner" dates back to the War of 
1812, when survival of the new United States of America 
was still in doubt. However, it was 119 years before it be- 
came our national anthem. 

Our country won its independence from England in 1783, 
but just 30 years later, the two nations were again at war. 

British forces attacked and captured the new nation's 
capitol at Washington, D.C. They burned down the Capitol 
building and White House. A fleet of 16 British ships moved 
up Chesapeane Bay to assault the port of Baltimore, which 
was prevected by Fort McHenry. 

Two Americans went out to one of the ships to negotiate 
the release of Dr. William Beanes, who had been captured 
after the attack on Washington. Colonel John Skinner and 
Francis Scott Key, a lawyer and poet, succeeded. 

However, the British feared the men had learned too 
much about the attack plans. They held them on board the 
ship Surprise until the battle ended. 

The two-day battle started on Sept. 12, 1814. The three 
Americans watched the battle day and night from the deck

Is it possible to graduate the top scorer in 
program history and still get stronger? 

Andover High girls soccer co-head coaches 
Dick Loschi and Meghan Lynch hope so. 

While the undeniable talent and scoring 
prowess of Jackie Powers will be missed, 
Loschi is banking on experience, depth and bal- 
ance to offset the 75 career goals and 34 career 
assists that comprised Powers’ 109 points.

Some challenges can be daunting and over- 
whelming. 

Others can be fun. 

Andover High head football coach Ken 
Maglio hopes the task facing his 2005 squad 
will fall into the latter category. 

The Golden Warriors are coming off their 
best gridiron season in 29 years, a 10-1 cam- 
paign that fell seven seconds short of the first 
Merrimack Valley Conference championship 
and playoff/possible Super Bowl berth since 
1975. 

The only blemish came against Chelmsford, 
which has won 26 straight league games and 
captured outright or shared five consecutive 
MVC titles. 

Andover, which entered the November

Leading the slim cast of veterans is senior 
All-Conference receiver/free safety Buddy 
Farnham (6°1”, 191 pounds), considered by 
many as the top wideout in the state this fall. 

Bigger and stronger, he has grown an inch 
and packed on 15 pounds over the past year. 

Two-time team MVP and 2004 league MVP 
Farnham had 45 receptions for 848 yards and 
seven touchdowns, along with 67 tackles and 
three interceptions, in a sensational 2004 season. 

A consensus All-Scholastic last year as well, 
the sure-handed receiver had more than 1,200 
yards in kickoff and punt returns, including a 
97-yard kickoff and 67-yard punt runback for 
touchdowns to finish with 54 points. 

In three varsity seasons he has 17 TD catch- 
es and close to 2,000 receiving yards. 

Other returning starters are senior quarter- 
back/defensive back Tom White (6°1", 185), 
senior fullback/linebacker Dan Vining (5°9”, 
195), senior two-way tackle John Kim (5°10”, 
225), senior two-way tackle Alec Yount (6’6”, 
265), senior wide receiver/defensive back Adam 
Cuomo (6'1”, 175) and junior placekicker/run- 
ning back/linebacker Ken Masse. 

Last fall, All-Conference placekicker Masse 
booted 26 PATs and broke Charlie Ziegenbein’s 
single-season school record for field goals with 
six. He was a perfect 6-for-6 on three-pointers 
with his longest a 41-yarder. Ziegenbein booted 
five in 1983. 

White had seven receptions for 117 yards 
and a touchdown, along with 87 tackles and an 
interception as an MVC All-Star defensive 
back. 

He drew rave reviews and impressed rival 
coaches and scouts with his quarterback abilities 
at the Boston College camp over the summer. 

Farnham, White and Vining are the team 
captains.

“You never really know what the other teams 
have,” said Lady Warriors’ coach Marilyn 
Fitzgerald. “When you get to the bigger meets 
it's all about depth and matchups. 

“It’s going to be another exciting year. | think 
we've got as good a shot as anyone at winning 
again. Teams are going to have to work very 
hard just to try and beat us.” 

No brag. Just fact. 

With another influx of young talent - and 
humerous veterans who have come back stronger 
and in the best shape of their young lives - AHS 
appears poised to sweep everything in sight and 
grab a piece of 7th Heaven. 

The locals, 11-0 in dual meets last year, have 
won 73 straight duals (league and non-league) 
since a 100-83 loss to Chelmsford on Oct. 30, 
1998, 

They also own five consecutive Merrimack 
Valley Conference Championship Meet wins, six 
straight North Sectional titles and the six state 
championships. 

It is now officially six, with no asterisks, after 
a judge and jury ruled against the MIAA, which 
tried to take away one of the titles by claiming 
AHS (unknowingly) used an ineligible swim- 
mer. 

After more than two years rattling around the 
legal system, the case was finally resolved in 
Andover’s favor several months ago. 

All the appropriate banners and trophies have 
been returned to the school. 


In the eyes of the embattled swimmer and her 
family — justice has been served. 


“At least 10 of our retuming swimmers and 
divers worked extremely hard in the off-season 
and really improve themselves,” said Fitzgerald, 
who enters her 13th season with a spectacular 
career dual-meet record of 121-24. 

“These are kids that did well last year — but 
have jumped to the next level. I think they looked 
around, saw what they wanted to accomplish, 
and got to work to make it a reality. 

“We have 10 divers whose potential is 
tremendous. It’s the best depth we’ve ever had. 
All have the ability to score high and qualify for 
Sectionals and States. They're going to be bat- 
tling for places in the big meets,” said Fitzgerald. 

“This summer, for the first time ever, we held 
several local diving clinics and the response was 
excellent from girls of all ages. 

“We have a set of circumstances we’ ve never 
had before. Everyone came back with some off- 
season experience at camps, clinics and working 
out hard on their own,” said Fitzgerald. 

Ten athletes graduated from the 2004 squad 
and an 11th, hoping to snag a collegiate track 
scholarship, has opted to concentrate on that 
sport this fall. 

“I understand her decision completely and 
fully back her choice,” said Fitzgerald. 

The grads were divers Libby Fortier (attend- 
ing Union College), Ann Marie Cashman 
(Georgetown), Laura Friedman (UNH) and 
Andrea Coiro (Muhlenberg), along with swim- 


mers Diana Harlow (Denison), Caitlin Carpen- 
tier (Marist), Monica Chung (Trinity), Lauren 
Grobicki (UConn), Amanda Kaminski (Colgate) 
and Tracy O'Malley (Georgetown).

Pinkloomps and Poochie was 
launched in June, six months after 
Luconi left the world of high tech, 
where she worked as a human 
resources executive for 14 years. 
When the start-up company she 
worked for, @Stake, was bought 


and has been “so sup- 
portive” of his wife’s new venture. 
So has Luconi’s family, all entre- 
preneurs of sorts, including her 
father, a former CEO turned suc- 
cessful painter, and her brother, an 
industrial designer. Luconi grew 
up in Concord and her husband is 
from New Jersey. They thought 
about settling in Concord, but had 
no interest in buying a million- 
dollar fixer-upper house.

Health officials to look 


into past use of dump

The town plans to unearth informatéon 
about what used to be dumped on town- 
owned land on High Street that is now used 
as a snow dump during the winter. 

The Andover Board of Health is drafting 
a Request for Proposal for an historical site 
assessment to review just how long a for- 
mer landfill at 134 High St. was in operation 
and exactly what was dumped there. 

The findings, according to Town Health 
Director Everett Penney, will determine the 
Board of Health’s next course of action for 
the site. 

Donal Coleman, of 91 High St., accused 
town health officials in July of ignoring 
toxic waste discharge that he claims has 
been contaminating the land at the old town 
dump for decades. Coleman also charged 
that old pollution in the ex-dump — which he 
believes was used by the former Tyer Rub- 
ber Co. and Dow Chemical Co. to discard 
industrial waste — is responsible for an 
unusually high number of male cancer fatal- 
ities in his neighborhood, including his own 


uncle. Coleman said he wanted the Board of 


Health to fulfill its 1994 promise to test the 
site for contamination. 

Town health officials held a public meet- 
ing at the snow dump last month and con- 
ducted a site walk of the area. No visible 
traces of environmental hazards were found. 
Penney said real evidence indicating a pat- 
tern of same-type cancers concentrated in 
the High Street area would be a cause for 
further study. But no other residents besides 
Coleman have come forward with such 
charges, Penney said 

The board did unanimously vote in favOr 
of funding an historical assessment of the 
property and to collect samples of the water 
runoff from melting snow this winter. Board 
member Candace Martin, who lives in the 
area, did question the potential a melting 
snow pile could have for creating a leaching 
field on an old dump. None of the board 
members, or the Andover Department Of 
Public Works, could answer just how long 
the former dump was operational, except to 
say that on old maps the High Street site 1s 
labeled as the “old dump.” 

According to the Andover Historical 
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Digging up snow dump’s history

Society, the town opened the site at 134 
High St. for dumping trash and waste in 
1896. The town’s trash flow eventually out- 
grew the 3.12 acres of land at the site and 
the dump was moved to a new and larger 
location on Chandler Road in 1942. 

Town records from the 1970s show the 
former High Street dump was being used 
for snow dumping then. 

In August 1972, at the request of the 
Andover Housing Authority (AHA), the 
Board of Selectmen created an article for 
Special Town Meeting which allowed resi- 
dents to give selectmen the authority to turn 
over the old High Street dump to the AHA 
for the purpose of building low and/or mid- 
dle income housing. 

Selectmen’s meeting minutes from 1972 
indicate that the Housing Authority was 
feeling “pressured” by the state to build 
eight units in Andover. The AHA was under 
a deadline to decide where to build the 
affordable units. If they didn’t make a deci- 
sion on time, the group faced losing state 
aid for the project. Selectmen at that time 
commented that the “High Street site (was) 
almost unbuildable and that the town (had) 
need for the property,” according to meeting 


minutes. These minutes also reflected that 
no test borings of the site were made at that 
time. 

On Oct. 2, 1972, voters approved Article 
9, 414 to 56. The measure left control of the 
property in the hands of selectmen, who had 
the authority to transfer the land to the 
AHA, but had to do so by March 1973. 

It is unclear exactly what transpired 
between the selectmen and the Housing 
Authority following the Special Town 
Meeting, but 134 High St. is still being used 
as a snow dump today. 

According to the Health Department’s 
more recent records, a site assessment of the 
property was performed in June 1996, but 
no soil or water samples were taken. The 
Board of Health said cause for test pits 
would only be necessary if the land was 
going to be developed. 

“Based on the records that come from the 
site assessment, we'll know if there is a 
need for further testing and any other reme- 
dial action,” said Penney. 

The Board of Health will further discuss 
the issue at their next meeting, Monday, 
Sept. 12, at 6 p.m., in the first floor confer- 
ence room at Town Offices.
